OTTAWA, June 24.—(By Canadian Press.)—James Murdock, 
labor commissioner on the board of commerce of Canada, tendered 


his resignation to the prime minist 


er tonight. This leaves the board 


without a commissioner and may mean that the board will have to 


be abandoned, Judge H. A. Robson, and W. F. O’Connor, K.C., hav- | 


ing both left the board to take up 


other work. In his letter to the 


premier, Mr. Murdock makes serious charges against Judge Robson,

Expresses D'sappointment. 
Expressing disappo'ntment that the 
board ‘has not been mermitted to carry | 
out the public service which it was 
appointed to perform, Mr. Murdock 

says: 

*“T am convinced that the majority | 
of the cabinet of which you are the 
honored leader are not and thave never 
been in sympathy with the provis'ons 
and intent of the board of commerce 
act and the combines and fair prices 
act.”" 


People Entitled to Results Now. 


In conclusion he says: ‘In’ con- 
nection with your suggestion that I | 
continue as a comm/‘ssloner of the 
board of commerce until the decis’on 
of the privy council, I feel.that the 
people meed and are entitled to some 
results now. ‘The I'ght should be let 
in. I belleve that your cab'net will 
devise some means to prevent the 
board of commerce from functioning 
even should the privy council give a 
favorable decis'on, (on the constitu- 
tlanatity of the leg!siation). My con- 
sc'ence will not iperm!t me tto become 
a high salaried time-cerver. 

“With the greatest respect for you, 
I apologize for thanding a copy of this 
to the (press, at the same time it ts 
sent to you. I do So as the result of | 
experience, and to make sure that the 
public wil know the facts.” 

Mr. Murdock's letter to the prirfle 
minister follows: 

“Supplementing my letters of June 
17th and 18th and our brief d’seus- 
sions of board of commerce questions 
June 17th, 2ist and 28rd, I hereby 
‘resign my” position as a, member of 
the board of commerce of Canada, to 
take effec: thie,date. , ae ' 

“My understanding of your posl- 
tion, as gathered frem conferences 
with you and ‘from tié fact that no 
appointments have been made, is that 
It 1s not the intention to complete the | 
personnel of the board by appoint- | 
ment at this time nor until the privy | 
council has passed upon the status 
of the act under whica the board 
works. This would appear to me in- | 
considerate of the rights of the con- 
sumers of Canada. There js mucna 
work to be done that the board can 
€) with the assistance of a properly 
enosen and sufficient staff and with 
the sympathetic co-operation of the 
government, which the board has not 
heretofore had, 

“If the board is not to be permitted 
to do the many things wa'ting to be 
done fn preventing profiteering and 
regulating combines against the pub- 
lic interest it would, as stated in my 
lettrs of June 17th and 18th, ap- 
pear to be improper that 1 should 
merely draw salary. We have been 
handicapped for months witout a 
chairman and proper staff and I am 
not golng to be a party to making a 
joke of the law with one commisison- 
er alone on the board without quor- 
um authority. The people of Canada 
expect service for salary, even al- 
thouga your cabinet do not, 

Reasons for Resignation, 

“The reasons for my resignation 
given in this form (which I appre- 
clate as you and others will, as unus- 
ual, in fact possibly unheard of,) can 
be summed up as briefly as possible, 
and yet at considerable length, as 
follows: 

“IT am convinced— 


“Ist. That the majority of the 
cabinet, of whom you are the honored 
leader, are not and haye never been 
‘nh sympathy with the provisions and 
intent of the board of commerce act 
aud of the combines and fair prices 
act, 

“2nd. That your advisers only 
recommended to parliament the pass- 
age of these acts asthe result of tem- 
porary alarm inedent to the Winni- 
peg strike and other «strenttous dem- 
onstrations which the people demand-

FIERCE PERSONAL 
MALIGNiTY SAYS

Maintenance and Repair Prob- 
lem Is One That Is Perplex- 
‘ ing City Officials 


Hew to deal with Edmonton side-

In order to help eolve one of tne 
main difficulties, that of maintaining 
the sidewalks, na this {s as important 
as the matter of construction, it is] 
suggested by Acting City Engineer 
G"bbs, who is devoting considerable 
attention to the matter, that after the 
frontage assessment of property to 
meet the cost of construction has 
expired, there should be assessment 
to meet the cost of maintenance, 

A etatement dealing with the sub- 
ject {a being placed by Mr. Gibbs be- 
fore the committes of council dealing 
with expenditures, and in this it 's 
shown that the cost of building new 
walke this year means an assessment 
of 20 cents per foot for eight years, 

40 Miles Sidewalk Need Attention 

Taere are 150 miles of walks In the 
city, and out of this total no less than 
40 miles need immediate attention, By 


this, it is meant tiat these walks 
have either got to be replaced by new 
ones or else pulled = out and the; 
citizens allowed to walk on the dirt. | 
It fs not safe to let the walks go any | 
longer. If replaced, the work should 
be done within the next two or three 
years. At presermt rates of lumber 
the replacement of the 40 miles would 
moan a cost of $250,000, and If spread 
over a term of three years, !t means 
a sum of $80,000 annually spent on 
this particular work. The question |8 
are the citizens prepared to spend this 
amount yearly in order to have pro- 
per and safe walke in the city? 

In addition to this sum needed for 
new repair work, there !s the 110 
miles of walks etill remaining, and 
which have to be kept in repair. To 
carry out this work satisfactorily a 
eum of $55,000 at least would be re- 
quired annually, These figures, In 
addition to the above, reveal how 
puzzling the sidewalk problem is, and 
how Alfficult of solution. Of course, 
wome may say that it is a mattor of 
expense only, but expense {a the one | 
big thing eo far aa Edmonton is con- 
cerned, 

Assessment for Maintenance 

As to the matter of assessment for 
maintenance, {t is computed in order 
to provide the necessary funds for 
tue work, that after the construction 
assessment has expired, there should 
be a further assessment of 10 cents 
per foot for some five or six years 
after in order to provide funds for 
repairs, By this means there would 
be definite amounts always in hand 
for the walks and there would be no 
need to allow them to deteriorate by 
reason of money not being available.

Alexander Hall, Veteran Plowman, 
Wins Championship at Big Contest 
Conducted at Lacombe, Thursday 


Splendid Plowing And Keen Competition Distinguished Second 
Annual Match Conducted Under Auspices of Agricultural Society 


of That Place—Plowing Left 


by The Nine Contestants a Credit 


Anywhere—Day Ideal For Competition 


By Bulletin Staff Reporter, 

LACOMBE, June 24.—Splendid 
plowing and very keen competition, 
distinguished the second annual plow- 
ing match “eld under ‘the auspices 
of the Lacombe Agricultural Society 
Thursday, The matca was held at 
the farm of J. Biglands, about four 
miles from the town of Lacombe and 
the field used was a summer fallow 
that had recently been disced, This 
latter fact rather added to the qiffi- 
culty of the piowmen in that the soil 
was very loose, lacking the firm top 
that leaves a smooth clean cut furrow. 
The field failed to a great extent, also, 
to furnish a test for the covering of 
weeds, as the discing had removed 
most of the weeds, 


Tie field, however, did show some | 


of the beautiful soil, for whica the 
Lacombe district js famous, and the 
plowing left by ‘the nine contestants 
was a credit anywhere. 

The day was an :deal one for plow- 
ing, and it was just as the crowd was 
disbanding that a little rain and hail 
storm arrived from the direction of 
Gull Lake, but this was quickly over. 

Of the nine contestants, two had 
breaking plows, taree had sulky plows 
and four were using gang plows. 
There was considerable disappo:nt- 
ment that none of the tractors enter- 
ed the competition. 

Alcx Hall, Champion Plowman, 

Alexander Hall, veteran plowman, 
who ‘had learned the art in Scotland, 
‘ns first Itor walking plows, and 
champion over all for the best plow- 
ing done. J. Biglands, a young lad 
of sixteen, and driving one of tre 
gang plows, came @ very close sec- 
ond. Both of tuese were in the plow- 
ing competition last year. When Mr. 
Hall again won the championship with 
his almost perfect plowing, and the 
Bigland lad gave great promise, 

Forty Per Cent Improvement, 

G. H. Cutler, of the College of Agri- 
culture, University of Alberta, was the 
judge ‘both years, and jwas most en- 
thusiastic over the improvement in 
this year’s match oyer last year. In 
speaking to the contestants and spec- 
tators after the contest, he estimated 
that the general average of the work 
this year was forty per cent over that 
of last year, and he was compelled 
to score very closely. 

In several cases the winners took 
their prizes by a Sialf or a quarter of 
@ mark. 
well pleased witi the work of tho 
three boys under nineten and in fact 
th lads won both the sulky plow and 
gang plow competitions. 

"Adjustment of riow Important, 

Mr, Cutler also suggested that at 
another competition, they have two 
judges, and that a helpful feature 
would be to have a demonstratiqn on 
the adjustment and handling of plows, 
given by an expert. He pointed out 
that some points were lost ‘that day 
by lack of knowledge in this respect. 

George Hutton spoke briefly, com- 
Plimenting the organization on 
having euch a painstaking judge as 
Professor Cutler, He jbelievd that 
the province was losing heavily each 
year by poor plowing, and suggested 
that the loss of crop by drowth was 
largely the fault of (bad cultivation. 
Alex Galbraith, director of fairs and 
institutes also spoke briefly, and Mr. 
Hall told of their appreciation of the 


The judge was especially | 


!very smartly harnessed, but lost in 
|the “best turnout” event to Hall, who 
had a very well matched pair of 
| blacks, one of which was a colt and 
| was hitched’to a plow for the third 
time. The filly fell into line in good 
|shape, and team was always well 
{under control, 
| Professor Cutler's Comments 
| Speaking of the match afterwards 
and of the reasons for some of his 
dec'sions, Mr Cutler said it was an 
}even greater success than could have 
been expected by the most sanguine. 
|“As was prophesied on the occasion 
}of the 1919 match,” he stated, “The 
{Lacombe plowing competition had 
great possibilities, even to the extent 
of developing into a _ provincial 
match," 
Fine Points of the Game 

“The same method of scoring was 
followed, as was used in 1919, with 
the emphasis on the ‘strike out’ the 
covering of weeds and stubble and 
|the ‘finish, and thelr important fea- 
tures of the score card were the 
| ‘crown,’ straightness, ‘ins and outs,’ 
depth, width, finish, evenness of top. 

“The crown consist of five rounds,” 
continued Mr. Cutler; ‘all furrows 
|must be visible; it should be straight 
jand level on the top and all weeds 
must be cut. He had placed special 
emphaisis on the advisability of open- 
ing out the ‘strike out’ first, before 
| gathering, This Insured the cutting 
|of all weeds and as well, a more satis- 
factory depth of soil in the crown. He 
mentioned the work of J. Biglands 
as espec’ally worthy of attention in| 
| this respect. 

Straightness 

“Straight plowing was not neces- 
sary to good plowing,” said Mr, Cut- 
ler; neither was crooked plowing al-} 
ways bad. But the shortest distance) 
between two points was a straight 
line, and a man who plowed straight 
}usually did all his other farming oper- 
jations in the same careful and pain- 
staking manner, Straightness gen- 
erally spelt greater efficiency. It) 
|was on this score that Alex Hall had 
chalkéd up against some of his com- 
|petitors, his furrow, stretching out 
| straight as a bee line. 
Ins and Outs of End 


“In the ‘In and Outs’ of ends was 
another evidence of efficiency and’! 
care. A careful plowman always got 
in and out to a scratch that had been 
made at the ends before the match 
began. Care in this respect also 
jenabled one to plow the headlands 
properly," added the judge, 

Depth 

“Unformity ot ucpth of plowing 
‘was necessary also’’ he went on, 
“The proper depth shouid be reached 
by the fifth ruund and  bthereafter 
maintained, The depth once reach- 
jed should be in keeping with the 
width, which was oniy attained by 
proper adjustment of the plow. This’ 
ensured evenncoss of top and proper 
;covering of weeds and rubb.sh. ‘The 
work of A. Stout, Alex Hall and J.. 
| Biglands had been outstanding in this 


respect, 
Width 

“This is a very important point in 
| plowing,” said Mr. Cutler, “For in- 
|stance a 14 inch share should not be 
}expected to cut and cover more than}

WILL INSPECT 
FORAGE CROPS 
IN PEACE RIVER 


R. Newton of University of Al- 
berta to Carry on Investiga- 
tions This Summer 
a 
R. Newton, assistant professor in 
the department of field husbandry 
at the College of Agriculture, Uri- 
versity of Alberta, is going into the 
Peace River country this summer, 
chiefly for tae purpose of investigat- 
ing the forage crops, legumes and 
grasses. The department of fieid 
husbandry is making considerable in- 
vestigation along thig line, and Pro- 
fessor Cutler belleves that Alberta 
may mean the solution of the forage 
crop for the whole of Western Cana- 
da. Ue finds that Alberta has a won- 
derful heritage in her natural grass- 
es, and believes that these should be 
developed as far as possible, before 
spending to much time and money on 

outside crops. 

After the lesebn of jJast winter, 
when there was such a digastrous 
shortage of feed, ne feels this more 
keenly than ever, and three men in 


| the north country have been collecting 


6peciinens of the grasses and legumes 
for some time, and now Mr. Newton 
will be sent in personally to find 
what he can, and the department will 
experiment a@ to thelr Vest value 
either as they are or by crossing wita 
other varieties. This is done on the 
assumption that anything that is nat- 
ural to the country wil develop to bet- 
ter advantage ‘than a transplanted 
growt'.. 

The department has iasued ¢aree 
bulletins, eapecially to the boys and 
giris of the province regarding the 
meed of study of the natural grasses, 
of how tto set about making this 
dtudy and of the willingness of the 
department to co-operate by testing 
the samples sent in, as to suitability 
for pasture or meadow, 

The western rye js a native of West- 
ern Canada, and already they nave 
found other specimens that will turn 
out even better than the western rye. 
Indeed, Professor Cutler believes the 
possibilities of finding and developing 
the natural forage crops to be enor- 
mous.

The practice of selling assortments 
of articles or commodities, the prices 
of somo of which are low, and the 
prices of others which are set high 
enough to recoup upon the whole us- 
sortment of the loss thereby incurred, 
is also prohibited. 

Selling sugar or any other article 
at less than cost, and making its 
purchase a condition of the purchase 
of other articles at “prices higher 
than reasonable or just,” is likewise 
barred.

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Who Is To Inspect? 

The Minister of Education has 
arranged a conference, to be held 
in Calgary next week, between 
officials of the Department and 
the school boards of the cities of 
Edmonton, Calgary, Medicine Hat 
and Lethbridge. The subject for 
discussion is the inspection and 
supervision of city  schools;/ 
though other matters may _ be! 
brought up. It is possible, in fact, | 
that a general survey may bej 
made of the whole situation, with | 
a view to defining tho relative 
responsibilities of ihe Department 
and tha sehool boards all aloug 
the line. Whether that is done 
will presumably depend upon the| 
wishes, and the disposition of} 
those attending the gathering. 

The question of inspection has 
been brought to local attention by | 
the recent action of the school; 
board in appointing an inspector. 
Hitherto the duty of providing} 
inspection for city schools in the 
province has rested solely upon} 
the Department, the school boards} 
having and exercising of course| 
the power to appoint supervisors | 
and principals whose duty is} 
necessarily to some extent of an! 
inspectional character. The school 
board having thus raised the is- 
sue, it is well that it should be} 
definitely, | 
The responsibility for inspection 
should rest with one authority or, 
the other, and where it does rest 


should be clearly understood. | 
Under the present arrangement 
for dual inspection both would 


be responsible in name, and there- 
fore neither in facet. School 


» teachers cannot serve two inspect- 


ing authorities, any more than 
any other employee can serve two 
masters, And the tax-payers are, 
entitled to know who is account-| 
able if through lack of proper in- 
spection the school system falls 
into innefficiency. 

It does not follow that the con- | 
ference is being called because the 
local school board has seen fit to 
thus trespass upon the duties of 
the department and to impose 
upon the tax-payers of the city an 
expense hitherto borne by the 
At the ineeting of 
the board on Wednesday there was 
apparent a disposition to repre- 
sent the Department as wishing 
to ‘‘queer’’ the board in its new 
enterprise of taking to itself the 
duties of inspection. Were that 
the case the calling of the confer- | 
ence would be entirely justified. | 
Our school board as at present 
constituted has certainly not 
shown such superior grasp of the 
school question, and such regard 
for the interests of pupils and, 
tax-payers, as would warrant the 
Department in passively _ re-| 
linquishing to it any of the duties | 
and responsibilities hitherto at-! 
taching to itself. 

But as a matter of fact the 
school systems in the three other 
ities named are also in compli- 
cations; and in each case for’ 
reasons that cannot possibly be 
construed as attaching blame to 
the Department. The conference, | 
it is therefore to be supposed, is 
being called, not with a view to 
putting a stop—justifiable though 
that would be—-to the over-reach- | 
ing activities of the local beard, 
but_of dealing with the whole 
problem of where the responsibil: | 
ity is to rest for the inspection of | 
city schools genecally. 

_ That question is perhaps moro| 
important than is generally recog- 
nized, and it is to be hoped it will 
be dealt with from the stand. 
point of getting the best system ot 
instruction possible for the child- 
ren in the schools, rather than 
with a view to making political 
capital for school-board members 
who may have aspirations to run 
again. The purpose of inspection 
is to find out whether the schools 
are being efficiently conducted, 
The pupil and the parent are the 
parties primarily interested in that 
question.

A number of Sinn Feiners rounded 
up by the military had arms and 
plenty of ammunition. They were 
handed over to the police. Among 
those arrested was a priest, but he 
was re'eased. 

The destroyer which arrived in the 
river Foyle yesterday was forced to 
change fts nosition early this morning 
because snipers were firing at the 


warship. 
City Is Alarmed, 


Rumors of the most alarming char- 
acter are current here. Nationalist 
forces are said to be gathering to the 
northwest of the city, preparatory to 
an attack, while Unionist adherents 
are entering the town and are being 
collected for a grim defence of the 
place. Several companies of British 
soldiers are on their, way here from 
Belfast, but are making part of the 
trip on foot, it being feared the trains 
carrying them would be wrecked by 
lawless elements. 


The men engaged in the actual fight- 
Ing are the extremists of the contend- 
tng factions, and probably number 
only a few hundred. They absolutely 
terrorized the city Wednesday, how- 
ever, as they fired volleys down the 
streets frim barricades they had erect- 
ed, or posted on roofs or in windows, 
shot at almost everyono who dared to 
appear 

Bishop street, a long thoroughfare 
running southwesterly from the town 
hall, has been the principal battle- 
ground during the past twenty-four 
hours. Sinn Feiners have concen- 
trated near St. Columbkill's college, 
about three-quarters of a mile out on 
this street, while the Unionists have 
taken up positions near the centre of 
the town, and havo erected sandbag 
breastworks in Barrack etreet. 

Londonderry is facing starvation if 
the fighting continues. It is impos- 
sible to deliver supplies to houses, and 
no one dares to venture out of doors in 
the business section of the town. There 
is danger, too, of a failure in the gas 
supply. Tearing further disorders, 
hundreds of people have left the city 
for the south, some being reported to 
have arrived at Strabane. 


May Use Irish Troops 

London, June 24—~A poutble new 
Policy of dealing with the Irish esitu- 
ation was foreshadowed Thursday 
when the attorney-general for Ireland 
told the house of commons that the 
government had received an offer of 
the services of 3,000 officers and men 
from the Ulster ex-Service Men's As- 
sociations, and added that the offer 
was being carefully considered. 


The Engh Liberal newspapers 
have had rumors that such a step was 
under consideration, and have ex- 
pressed the view that it would greatly 
inflame Irish animosity. The soldiers 
employed in Ireland thue. far have 
been regiments from the British side 
of the channel, and it was commented 
that the use of soldiers from one Irish 
faction might result in a step towards 
civil war, 


ACTION ON LEASE

Regina, June 24—Menxanites wiil 
leave their lands in the Swift Current 
district some time in July, according 
to a statement made to a Canadian 
Press representative Wednesday by 
J. E, Friesen, administrator of the 
colony. Mr, Friesen with J. J. Friesen 
and John Letkeman, were in Regina 
for two days completing final ar- 
rangements for tae sale of the great 
tract of land that has been farmed on 
@ community basis for many yeara. 
The Fiood Land Company ‘tere hold 
the option, and it is understood that 
the sale is practically completed. The 


deal involves $5,000,000, including 
the crop. 
In an interview Wednesday Mr. 


Friesen said that the Mennonites have 
purchased 125,000 acres in Mississippi 
at $18 an acre. 

“We will get away next month,” 
said he, ‘and the advance party will 
start putting up buildings as quickly 
as they can. There is no doubt that 
the sale is going through. Mr. Flood 
will name the purchasere at the 
proper time. We are here to complete 
final arrangements wita him. The 
crop prospects never looked better in 
the colony. We have about 60,000 
acres in crop and the men are busy 
now summerfallowing 20,000 acres.” 

Mr. Friesen was not inclined to 
discuss conditions under waich they 
would enter the new country.

OAYG TREATY 8 
WOULD DRIVE 
OUT FISHERME 


—_ 


United States Senator Fears Ef- 
fect of Treaty Between Great 
Britain and U, 8. 


Washington, June 24—"Should tae 
proposed fisheries treaty between 
Great Britain and the United States 
be retified, it is beyond peradventure 
that within five years thereafter, 
neither upon the north Atlantic nor 
Pacific will there be a vessel in the 
sea fisher'cs under tae American 
flag,” Chairman Jones of tne senate 
merchant marine committee, declared 
{n a letter to Secretary Colby, made 
public Thursday by the senator. 

The letter was in reply to one 
from Mr. Colby regarding a proposed 
treaty between Great Britain and the 
United States, which would grant the 
Canadian fishing vessels preferential 
privileges in the ports of tae United 
States with freedom from port due or 
Ciarges, now exclusive prerogatives of 
vessels of the United States. 

“In exchange for these valuable 
privileges which it is proposed to se- 
cure to subjects of His Majesty for a 
period of at least 17 years," eaid 
Senator Jones, “fishing vessels of the 
United States are to be accorded what 
are, presumably, the like privileges in 
the ports of tae Dominion of Canada, 
privileges which, in part, ere now 
available as a “rigat,” under the 
treaty of 1818. In addition Unftted 
States vessels are to be accorded the 
very questionable benefit resultant 
from being permitted to ell in Cana- 
dian markets free from the payment 
of duties, their wares so landed.”
